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Palm Springs is in for a great 
increase in traffic soun according 
to City M anager William E. Al- 
w orth. Instead of being on a side- 
street, so to speak, he said yester­ 
day it m ay soon be astride a main 
thoroughfare w hich will pale into 
insignificance 
previous 
traffic 
jam s here. 
The straightening out of the 
sharp curve on H ighw ay 111 just 
✓east of C athedral City and the 
contem plated four-lane road from 
northern city lim its to U. S. 60­ 
70-99, 11 miles north and west, 
are expected to bring this flow 
of extra, through traffic. 


ELIMINATION of the sharp 
curve around the rocks east of 
C athedral City is well along and 
will soon be accomplished. The 
four-lane highw ay betw een the 
northern lim its and W hitew ater 
Point, seven m iles north, is also 
being rushed and will be ready 
by the first of the year. W hen 
this is completed, extension of 
the 
four-lane 
highway 
to 
the 
junction of 111 and 99 is contem ­ 
plated. 
Thisi will provide two easier 
entrances into the city w hich are 
bound to stim ulate traffic, the 
city m anager said. 


IN THE MEANTIME contract 
has already been let for two 
projects on highw ay 99 which 
will sm ooth th at highway from 
B anning to Palm Springs junc­ 
tion and from Edom to Indio. 
The stretch between, however, 
through G arnet and around the 
dunes, still rem ains tw isting and 
narrow through traffic, especial­ 
ly trucks, may essay the longer 
route through Palm Springs via 
ighw ay 111 because of the eas- 
grades and w ind protection. 


THE TRAFFIC is coming, said 
A lw orth who is m aking surveys 
and preparing for it. 
The state highw ay commission 
is m aking m any plans for this 
area and eventually there w ill be 
a 
four-lane or 
more highway 
from Banning through to Los A n­ 
geles on a lim ited access principal 
most of the way. 


CONSTRUCTION CREWS are 
now w idening the strip between 
Colton and Redlands to a four 
lane road. 
Plans for the future call for a 
highw ay up San Timoteo canyon 
from 
Redlands 
to 
Beaumont 
which will provide a wide divid­ 
ed highw ay all the way into the 
city.

sented w ith a strong plea for a 
branch planning office in 
the 
desert area w here a skilled tech­ 
nician and staff could be housed 
to care for the rapidly growing 
desert area. 
Chairm an Ted Carlson of the 
Coachella Valley Advisory P lan ­ 
ning com m ittee appointed a com­ 
m ittee representative of the e n ­ 
tire desert area w hen the advi­ 
sory group m et at the El Paseo 
here last week, to im press upon 
county planners and supervisors 
the im portance of the office. 


THE DESERT AREA is one of 
the m ost rapidly developing in 
the county w ith m a n / plans in 
the m aking at present. With the 
arrival of Colorado riv er w ater 
the present activity is expected 
to increase sharply in volume. 
Unless this rapid grow th 
is 
given expert guidance, civic lead­ 
ers see trouble in the future. 
They believe the tim e to plan 
is now and establishm ent of a 
regional planning office to serve 
the vast area from Palm Springs 
eastw ard would prove far less 
costly than to perm it a hodge 
podge of grow th to be corrected 
later. 


THE REGIONAL planning of­ 
fice, if authorized, w ill be at 
Indio, centrally located for the 
area it will serve. 
City M anager W. E. Alworth 
and city councilmen are much 
interested in the appeal for a re ­ 
gional planner for it w ill affect 
Palm Springs insofar as highw ays 
are concerned, in w ater m atters 
and in regulations for unincorpo­ 
rated territory im m ediately ad ja­ 
cent to the city. The city is also 
much interested in the Advisory 
Planners’ proposal for a zoning 
law to take care of unincorpo­ 
rated territory in the desert area. 
An appeal for adoption of this 
m easure will also be presented 
county officials. 


ESTABLISHMENT of a region­ 
al planning office is being asked 
because of the distance between 
the desert area affected and the 
county court house. 
“We need a m an right on the 
ground, who knows the situation 
and who can be contacted w ith­ 
out the 50-odd m ile trip to R iv­ 
erside,” said Alworth. 
Eventually it is hoped to have 
other regional county offices in 
the desert area to elim inate the 
long trips to th e county seat.

N A H B Reports Sharp 
Increase in Construction 


New records for hom e building 
are in sight again this year, the 
N ational 
Association 
of 
Home 
Builders reports. 
The num ber of new houses put 
under construction the first part 
of this year have outstripped all 
com parable periuds, the Associ­ 
ation says. Basing its figures on 
official B ureau of L abor Statistics 
repdVts, the builders estim ate that 
some 357,000 new homes were 
put under construction in the 
first five months of 1948. 
Starts have increased rapidly 
since the first of the year. The 
figures are: 
J a n u a r y , 50,000; 
February, 
47,200; M arch, 70,000; April, 90,­ 
000 and May, 100,000. 
The sw ift pace is 25'I ahead 
of last year’s record-breaking out­ 
put.

Riverside County, State 
Provide for Summer 


Eleven public cam pgrounds in 
the San Jacinto M ountains are 
now open for sum m ertim e use. 
Seven of the camps are located 
on Forest Service lands. The re­ 
m ainder are divided evenly be­ 
tw een Riverside county and State 
Park. 
The Forest Service camps are 
located m ainly near the Banning- 
Idyllwild highway. One of the
